We are sorry that we slipped up 
and did not mention this earlier but 
the week that we would have written 
it in this column was the week that 
we did not write a column. 


The following editorial appeared 
in The Progressive Farmer and was 
written by C. G. Scruggs. It has 
appeared in a number of papers a- 
cross the state that we know of and 
Mac Reid brought it in the other day 
and felt that it might be well if more 
people realized the amazing job that 
the American Agricultural Industry 
is doing. 
Five million farm workers in 
the United States produce enough 
food and fiber for 195 million Amer­ 
ican and foreign consumers. Thus, 
America today is blessed to be the 
only civilization in the recorded his­ 
tory of man to enjoy the "Age of 
Food Abundance. " 
One American farm worker 
produces enough to feed and clothe 
himself and almost 50 others. Food- 
power, USA! Miracle of all time! 
In the 18th century, Adam Smith, 
the noted economist, earned much 
derision from his fellow economists 
by predicting: 
’When the time comes that one 
farm worker, through improvement 
and cultivation of the land, can pro­ 
vide food for just two people, the 
labor of half of the society will be 
able to provide food for the whole 
society. Then and only then can the 
other half of the people be employed 
in providing the other wants and fan­ 
cies of mankind. ’’ 
Through the unparalleled effi­ 
ciency of American agricultural 
producers, 95% of the United States 
population is free to dream, to study, 
to strike, to launch rockets to the 
moon, to indulge in "other wants and 
fancies. ” 
Adam Smith’s hoped-for utopia 
has been so far exceeded by Amer­ 
ica that his explosive idea seems 
rather ridiculous. But Smith’s 18th 
century dream is reality in Russia 
today There, half of the population 
is required to produce enough food 
for the other half. In Communist 
China, a ’’guesstimated” 75% of the 
population is required for production 
of the barest food subsistence. 
Think about it. 
In 1900, every American family 
spent 40% of its disposable income 
on food. Today, the average family 
spends only 17% of its disposable 
income on food. 
In the past 20 years, average 
farm prices have gone down 9%. 
Hourly earnings of manufacturing 
workers have gone up 127%. Cor­ 
porate dividends have gone up 251%. 
In 1920, it took 4 hours and 29 
minutes of work to buy a pound of 
steak, a pound of pork, a quart of 
milk, adozeneggs, a dozen oranges, 
and a IO-pound sack of potatoes. 
Today, it requires only I hour 
and 30 minutes of work to purchase 
those same items—plus built-in 
maid service of frozen orange juice, 
frozen ready-to-cook potatoes, and 
other conveniences of packaging. 
The remaining hours of work can be 
used to buy color TV’s, boats, swim­ 
ming pools, air conditioning, dish­ 
washers, 
weekend 
cabins, 
and 
three-week vacations. 
Thus we can all join the Psalmist 
in his thankful cry: ’’The earth has 
yielded its increase; God, our God, 
has blessed us. ”

AUSTIN, — Lagging voter 
registration 
may spell bad 
news for Democratic officials, 
according to no less an au­ 
thority than U. S. Sen. Ralph 
Yarborough. 
Yarborough called a news 
conference in the Statehouse 
the day after State Republi­ 
can Chairman William Ste­ 
ger of Tyler announced Tex­ 
as 
GOP’s 
plan 
to 
field 
strong candidates 
for both 
senator 
and 
governor 
this 
year. 
Steger cited a poll as the 
basis 
of Republican hopes, 
but Yarborough 
said regis­ 
tration statistics, 
not polls, 
are the real cause for Demo­ 
crats to be wary. He said 80 
per 
cent 
of 
Republican 
strength already has register­ 
ed in such large counties as 
Harris, Dallas and Midland, 
while the sign-up is poor in 
traditional Democratic strong­ 
holds. 
On that same day, Secre­ 
tary of State Martin Dies Jr. 
urged all eligible adult Tex­ 
ans to exercise their consti­

rights by

County Agent 


Gives Advice 


On Planting 


The planting season 
for 
barerooted plants 
such as 
mulberry, 
roses 
and 
fruit 
trees is at hand. Selection of 
such plants along with plant­ 
ing sites should be made soon, 
advises County Agent Kirby 
Clayton. 
Don’t wait until trees have 
been bought to prepare the 
holes for planting for success­ 
ful plant 
survival depends 
upon the production of small 
root hairs which develop on 
the larger roots. 
It is best, 
points out the county agent, 
as soon as possible after your 
favorite nurseryman receives 
his barerooted plants. 
The plants should then be 
planted 
immediately. 
This 
means 
their root systems 
will not have a chance to dry 
out and they can become well 
established before plants leaf 
out^in the spring. 
When the plants are bought 
late in the season, the root 
hairs will have developed in 
the “healing in pit’ and many 
will bo either broken or lost 
when the plants are removed. 
Plants which do not trans­ 
plant well 
by the bareroot 
method are sold in contain­ 
ers 
and 
these 
should 
be 
handled with care 
to pre­ 
vent 
breakage of the soil 
ball when they are removed 
from the container. 
A broken soil ball can mean 
that 
numerous small root 
hairs will be damaged or de­ 
stroyed 
and the plant will 
show sigas of wilting in a 
very short time. Cut the can 
on both sides, pry the side 
away gently and grasp the 
bottom and lift out. 
Measure the depth of the 
hole and compare it with the 
plant to be planted. 
Adjust 
the amount of soil in the hole 
so that the plant will set at 
the proper depth. This avoids 
the unnecessary removal of 
the plant from the hole to 
make planting depth adjust­ 
ments and greatly lessens the 
risk of breaking the soil ball, 
says the county agent.. 
It’s attention to the little 
things at planting time that 
gets plants 
off to a good 
start and earns for the garde­ 
ner 
the 
reputation 
as 
a 
“green thumb” specialist.
